All sorts. of discomforts 
essayed to turn them back, but they went 
gaily on, and as they went they noted 
everything they saw. The elder lady is 
loud in her praise of America and Ameri- 
can people, and that in a day when such 
praise was very rare. She says: ' It is 
all petty malice and jealousy which makes 
people think of their exaggerated expres- 
sion and ideas. The fact is they feel 
their destiny and their country’s destiny, 
and they would be stocks and stones if 
they did not. As this people pro- 
gress and advance more and more they 
will gain more and more the humility of 
true greatness. Let America and 
England thoroughly co-operate, and the 
world in the next century will be what- 
ever they have chesen to make it.” Lady 
Stuart-Wortley must have been one of 
the first to give expression to that pro- 
phetic utterance. 

The Spanish journey has not the same 
spice in it; but in the Syrian journey, 
which was tragically closed by the death 
of the elder lady, the reader is again 
captivated. The heroism of these two 
during the last weeks of suffering was 
amazing. In the Appendix Mrs. Cust 
adds some letters of her mother’s, telling 
of her life at Court; and among these is 
a very lively description of the wedding 
of Queen Alexandra.

HE Strafford line of Wentworths is well 
known through its most prominent 
representative, the great Lord Deputy, ot 
Ireland, who perished through “putting 
his trust in princes.”’ Mr. Allan Fea s 
hook deals with the lesser-known Nettle- 
stead branch, ‘of whom the last direct 
representative was Henrietta Maria 
Baroness Wentworth. She appears im 
Macaulay's picturesque chapter describing 
the conspiracy and execution of ¢ harles 
Il.’s son, Monmouth: “ Lady Wentworth 
wished to see him a king. Her rents, her 
diamonds, her credit, were put at his 
disposal.” . Within a few months she fol- 
lowed him to the grave: “Her family 
reared a sumptuous mausoleum over her 
remains; but a less costly memorial was 
long contemplated with far deeper interest. 
Her name, carved by the hand of him 
whom she loved too well, was, a iew 
years ago, still discernible on a tree in 
the adjoining park.” Monmouth, notwith- 
standing his unherojc behaviour aiter his 
defeat, was a true figure of romance, who 
“naturally would assume the form of a 
hero in the dazzled eyes of a young girl 
of high ideals.’ 

The fourth Baron, raised to an Earldom 
by Charles I., was a good type of the 
cavalier nobleman,’ described by Clarendon 
fas “a man of «spirit, courage, and an 
excellent officer upon any bold enterprise.’’ 
Van Dyck’s portrait of him is “not un- 
like that of his sovereign, the martyr 
King, both as to features and melancholy 
expression. Like other of the Nettlestead 
representatives, the rather long face and 
thoughtful, sad eyes seem to forebode the 
ill-fortune awaiting in the future. Here 
stands a typical cavalier, but of the more 
refined representatives and far different 
from the roistering, rollicking royalists 
such as the immortal Sir Walter presents 
to us in his Wildrake.’’ Cleveland’s 
brigade covered the escape of Charles after 
the battle of Worcester. Its commander 
was taken prisoner and narrowly escaped 
the death penalty, but lived to ride before 
the King on May-day, 1660, “‘leading one 
thousand gentlemen, all in buff laced with 
silver.’”” His daughter Anne, Lady Love- 
lace, was the “Lucasta ” celebrated in 
classic verse by her cousin Richard. 

The interest of this volume, “in praise 
of Ladies dead and lovely Knights,”’ is 
enhanced by some good reproductions of 
contemporary portraits. There also are 
three genealogical tables, showing the 
relationship of the Wentworth with other 
well-known families in the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries.

LTHOUGH one of the most out-of-the- 
way places, the Solomon Islands are 
being rapidly changed by contact with 
advancing white civilisation. The problems 
and difficulties which have arisen in con- 
sequence have a remarkable affinity with 
those in other ‘‘ black ” countries, not the 
least of which is the premature breaking 
down of tribal life, with all the discipline, 
order and restraint which it enforced. 
However one may regret this, and deplore 
the present demoralisation of native life, 
the change has come, and.come to stay. 
All the more important is it, therefore, 
both psychologically and ethnologically 
that an authoritative and detailed account 
of the old native life should be recorded 
before it is too late. 

It is this somewhat pathetic but interest- 
ing duty which Mr. A. I. Hopkins has 
carried out in his book, “ In the Isles of 
King Solomon.’’ He has lived amongst 
these little known islanders for over 
twenty years, and has Jearned to like them 
for their many fine qualities, tosympathise 
with and respect their customs; and racial 
institutions, and above all—a God-given 
gift possessed by few—to see their pdint 
of view. The result is a book which will 
be fascinating reading for the general 
public, and at the same time will provide 
a fund of valuable historica! data for the 
student. The author is to be congratulated 
upon the literary and technical success of 
his work.

TRAGEDY AND COMEDY. 

A NEW playwright of considerable note 

is introduced by three new booklets 
im the “ Repertory Plays ” series—‘‘ The 
Proof,’ ‘‘ George Proposes,”’ and “ The 
Backway.” We applaud to-day the 
appearance of a new Lancashire novelist. 
The new playwright also belongs, to. the 
industrial North of England, and writes 
the rugged, clipped dialect of the mills 
and the mines. 

' George Proposes’’ is a middle-class 
domestic one-act comedy, which depicts an 
old. bachelor’s hesitations on the brink 
of matrimony. More serious fare is ‘‘ The 
Proof,’ which is in two scenes, and shows 
us the tragic outcome of an aged mine- 
manager's determination to get as much 
work out of every one of his men as once 
he got out of himself. ‘It is a Galsworthy 
play in miniature; and if it is at all un- 
satisfying, that is because so well-written, 
so impressive, so. inevitable a, piece of 
drama might have been extended with 
advantage to a full-length tragedy. It 
Suggests a study for a masterpiece. 

“ The Backway,’’ on the other hand. is 
completely satisfying. It is a comedy of 
petty pride. Thomas Grime, J.P., a pit 
manager, has won his way to suburban 
respectability, but is proudly humble, and 
is infuriated when his son, a worker in 
the pits, come in by the backway to 
avoid being seen by the neighbours in a 
sooty state. The strong old figure is 
drawn with skill, and even with power, 
and his blunt way of courting a widow is 
broad comedy that yet avoids the bur- 
lesque. If *‘ The Proof” is Galsworthy, 
‘The Backway’’ is Shaw—but~ Shaw 
turned realistic, and deprived of ex- 
travagance. We would like to see ‘‘ The 
Backway ” staged at the Abbey or the 
Peacock Theatre in Dublin.

QUEENS OF THE EAST. 
——— 


ADY GLOVER has assembled a large 

amount of interesting material, most 
of which will be unfamiliar to European 
readers, with the object of refuting state- 
ments ' that women have never accom- 
plished anything really great in any 
branch of the world’s work.” She com- 
pares the lives of several women of 
different” races and» varied stages of 
civilisation ‘‘ whose upbringing, educa- 
tion and outlook on life must have. been 
very diverse.” Her subjects range from 
Queen Semiramis of, Assyria and Magda 
Queen of Sheba, to the Dowager Empress 
of China and the modern ruling princesses 
of India—most of them, it may truly be 
claimed, ‘‘ courageous women who were 
able to stand against overwhelming odds 
and who possessed tact and determination 
in no ordinary degree.’’ 

Queen Chand, a contemporary of Queen 
Elizabeth, “ was a woman of great ability 
and wide learning, who ruled over a realm 
as large and a population as numerous ’’ 
(in the Dekhan) as that of England. 
When her country was invaded she is 
described as ‘‘ fearless among the storm of 
shot. Dauntless among the horrid cries 
and shrieks that filled the air, she was 
seen everywhere, distributing rewards, 
civing water to the wounded. and thirsty, 
and encouraging all.” Another remark- 
able Indian ruler was Lakshini Bai, Rani 
of Jhansi, who was born in 1855 and 
perished in the Indian Mutiny. These two 
were tragic heroines, but in the State of 
Bhopa!, south of Delhi, four Begams 
reigned, for many years, 1n succession 
‘‘with such wisdom and understanding 
‘that finally Bhopal came to be looked upon 
as the model native State: of India”’ 
‘‘ Tt is a curious and most interesting fact 
that, though their fierce and turbulent 
people craved the excitement of war and 
were averse from any sort of modern 
progress, all four of the Begams were con- 
tinually striving for permanent peace aud 
for the opening up and development of 
their country.’’ 

The late Dowager-Empress of China, 
Yehonala, also called ‘‘ The Old Buddha,’’ 
‘was one of the most remarkable women in 
modern history. ‘‘ She uriderstood, and 
was loved by, the people she ruled, and 
her forcefulness and influence might have 
eventually led them through the thorny 
paths of reform to peace. The chaotic 
condition of present-day China leads one 
to think that the fifty years of rule of the 
Dowager-Empress was an extraordinary 
feat. .Since her death, her prestige and 
hold on the imagination of the people have 
grown rather than diminished, as is clearly 
shown by the offerings and sacrifices they 
bring to her shrine.’’ 

Some of Lady Glover’s sketches of 
women rulers are very slight, but nearly 
all contain interesting and unusual infor- 
mation. The Queens include Zenobia of 
Palmyra, the Empress Jingo Kogu of 
Japan, Queen Hatshopsonito of Egypt, 
Magda of Sheba, and Lilioukalani of

A PARIS ENIGMA. 
pumplecgiivadiaibiis 


(By L. H. B) 


SOME time in the ‘forties of the last 

century there appeared daily for a 
week, in the Journal des Débats; the 
announcement of the death in Paris of a 
man bearing an English name and 
military rank. The obituary was inserted 
in accordance with directions: found 
written on a scrap of.paper left by the 
deceased. These directions indicated a 
drawer in which would be found money 
to defray the cost, and requested that the 
clothes and furnituye should be sold and 
the proceeds given to the Paris poor. 

The memorandum concluded with the 
following words: ‘‘I do not charge anyone 
with this particular, duty, I have so many 
friends, every one of whom will be ready 
to carry out my last wishes.” Attached 
to the scrap of paper was the receipt from 
the funeral company for the prepaid ex- 
penses of the interment. Beyond a pile 
of old receipts there was nothing else. 

The dead man did not presume too far 
when he asserted that he had many 
friends. Few men were better known in 
social and club life, and where he was 
known he was a general favourite. There 
were names in Paris then that still hold 
high places in literature, music and the 
arts. Hugo, Lamartine, Balzac, St. Beuve 
and De Vigny were among those who were 
writing for other ages as well as their own. 
Dumas pére was holding readers with the 
escapades of the Musqueteers and with 
Monte Cristo. Alfred de Musset, frail 
and broken in health, had so far recovered 
from his George Sand adventure as to fal] 
violently in love with the handsome 
attendant at the tobacconist’s shop at the 
corner of the Rue Lafitte. Lovers of con- 
temporary music crowded to hear the com- 
positions of Auber, Rossini and Meyerbeer. 
The misty landscapes of Corot were gain- 
ing increased attention, and the school of 
modern French art was shaping. Amid 
all the diversion and gaiety there was 
developing the restlessness which, skilfully 
fostered, forced Louis Philippe from the 
throne in 1848 and prepared the way for 
the coup d’état of 1851 and the" Second 
Impire.

SAVED BY A SCISSORS.

Sox days ago a writer expressed in- 
dignation at the state of disrepair 
into which Grattan’s coach, in the 
National Museum, has been allowed to 
fall. It is true and it is a pity. Ireland 
possesses so many fine historica] relics, and 
so few of them are known or revered. 
One of the most interesting and least 
known is the old family home of Daniel 
O’Connell at Derrynane. Situated in a 
remote part of Kerry, it has but few 
visitors, save in the short summer season 
when tourists from Waterville on Parc-na- 
Silla, chiefly Americans, come to pay 
tribute to the memory of the Liberator. 

Beside a little bay, fringed round with 
yellow sands, which gleams in the sunshine 
like a turquoise m a golden setting, 
stretches a wide expanse of emerald wood- 
lands. In the centre is a clearing, and 
here the sunbeams play, not on brown 
earth and fallen leaves, but on smooth 
swards and gravelled paths. Sheltered by 
a majestic oak, beneath whose shade the 
Liberator was wont to pace on summer 
evenings, wrestling perchance with 
problems as knotty as its own ancient 
roots, stands his home, a square, solid 
structure of grey stone. 


RELICS OF THE GREAT DAN, 


A flagged hall leads into the oak- 
panelled dining-room. Oil-paintings hang 
upon the walls. O'Connell himself, his 
uncle, mother and many more of that 
famous family look out upon the strangers 
from the cloudy past. The sideboard is 
laden with silver—here a huge centre-piece 
supported by four silver stags, there a 
trowel used by O’Connell in laying the 
foundation stone of a famous building. 
All are relics of those palmy days when 
the great Daniel was at the height of his 
fame and glory. 

Upstairs is his bedroom and adjoining 
it the drawing-room. In these rooms are 
gathered together many precious souvenirs 
There is an immense white counter-pane 
crocheted for him by a lady, an ardent 
patriot and admirer of O’Connell’s work. 
The design of harps and shamrocks is most 
elaborate. His seals, his watch, his 
pistol and many more small private 
possessions are all here. Among them is 
a little old-fashioned silver scissors with 
a tiny box attached to the blades—just 
such a scissors as my Jady used long years 
ago to trim the wicks of the candles on 
her dinner-table. 

This scissors has its story; it was once 
the means of saving O’Connell’s life. 
While he was dining in a house in London 
an attempt was made to poison him. An 
Irish servant girl in the house learnt of 
the plot, and, while serving at table, she 
contrived to whisper to O'Connell in Irish 
that his wine contained poison. He took 
up the scissors which lay near the candle- 
stick and, pretending to cut the wicks 
which had burned too low, he snuffed out 
the candles suddenly by means of the box 
attachment. In the darkness and amidst 
the confusion which followed he managed 
to change the glass of wine for another 
standing upon a tray near by. 


THE CHAPEL. 


Perhaps, the most interesting part of the 
house is the chapel situated in a side-wing 
on the ground floor. This is the oldest 
part and is showing the wear of the years ; 
for in several places the boards of the 
long, bare passage leading to the chapel- 
door are very worn. The chapel itself 
is ff small stone apartment, now deserted 
and desolate. At the back near the door 
stands a huge chair of carved wood, with 
a high back and projecting sides. This 
chair was specially made for O’Connell, as 
he had in his later years an abnormal! fear 
of draughts and con&dered the chapel to 
be a particularly airy spot. 

O’Connell was not born here, but at 
Cahirciveen, some miles away. As a young 
child, however, he came to live with his 
uncle, the owner of Derrynane. He spent 
most of his life here, as on his uncle’s 
death the place became his property. 
Everything is to-day as it was then; 
nothing has been changed. All is tenderly 
guarded, and watched over and preserved 
by no alien hands, by no paid curator, 
but by those of his own flesh and blood, 
his descendants. Time has stood still 
here, and the spirit of the great Liberator 
still presides over all—watching, perhaps, 
from his favourite spot, beneath the great 
oak’s shelter, the changes and the joys 
and ‘the sorrows that the years have 
brought to his country.

IRISH SCHOLARS HONOURED. 


The degree of Doctor of Literature, Aonoris 
causa, was yesterday conferred by the 
National University of Ireland upon Senator 
Mrs. Alice Stopford Green, the Irish historian, 
and Professor T. F. O'Rahilly, Professor of 
Celtic Studies in Dublin University. 

The function took place m the Senate 
Chamber of the National University, Merrion 
square, Dublin. The Vice-Chancellor of the 
University, Dr. Alexander Anderson, pre- 
sided in the absence of the Chancellor (Mr. 
E. de Valera). Other members of the Senate 
present were:—Dr. D. J. Coffey, Pro-Vice- 
Chancellor; Dr. F. H. Wiber, Registrar ; J. 
W Bacon, M.A.; the Rev. J. Hynes, Miss 
Agnes O’Farrelly, M.A.; M. Tierney, M.A. ; 
and Miss Eileen M. L. MacCarvill, M.A. 

Professor the Rev. T. Corcoran, 8.J., in- 
troducing Senator Mrs. Stopford Green, said 
that as a writer in many aspects of Irish 
history and Irish national culture Mrs. 
Stopford Green had rendered enduring ser- 
vices to the whole of Ireland. In times of 
stress this ever loyal friend and servant of 
Ireland had, alike with n and with 
word, been instant in her solicitade for their 
cause. These activities, many-sided and long 
maintained, were set against a rich back- 
ground vf earlier historical work, civic and 
political in scope, social in its aim and in- 
spiration, dealing in a masterly spint of re- 
search with many great issues of medizval 
times. Into that earlier field of research and 
exposition their historian had entered with 
her husband, John Richard Green, and 
gloried in his spirit of sacrifice and zeal. 
Always interested in the work and progress of 
the National University, constant in her aid 
to its schools of history, Mrs, Green had a 
further and special title to their high regard 

Tne following works by Mrs. Alice Stopford

The Lord Mayor's Effort to Reform Civic Government ; 
New Phase of Local Option Campaign : 
Official Visit to Flooded Area.

‘BELFAST, Thursday. 

S Belfast Corporation has taken 

another step along the path of re- 
form by the setting-up of a special com- 
mittee of six members to take into con- 
sideration the general administration of 
the affairs of the city, and to make re- 
commendations for improvement. The 
arrangement is a temporary one for the 
purpose of restoring order out of ch os, 
if such be possible, and that is the only 
alternative to the appointment of Com- 
missioners, Unusual powers have been 
vested in this committee, but desperate 
diseases require desperate remedies, and, 
so far, the Corporation has failed signally 
to reform itself. 

Even at yesterday’s meeting some ol 
the members failed to grasp the serious- 
ness of the situation, and there were 
bickerings and quarrellings which marred 
the dignity of the proceedings. The 
Lord Mayor is determined to place the 
administration of the city above re- 

roach, and in his difficult task he will 
lives the sympathy of the vast majority 
of the citizens. In order to do really 
effective work, he says that he has «ome 
tc the deliberate decision that the special 
committee must not be hampered in any 
way whatever, and, although the powers 
conferred on it may appear to be drastic, 
it is essential that there shall be no in- 
terference with what may now be called 
th: Big Six in their investigations, if 
success is to be achieved. 


HELD UP TO RIDICULE. 


The findings of the Megaw and 
McClure reports have still to be con- 
sidered, and acted upon, if a clean sweep 
is to be made of maladministration. It 
has been asserted that, with the intro- 
duction of proper business methods, a 
saving of as much as 2s. in the £ can be 
effected, and, as Councillor McClure is a 
member of the special committee, he 
will have an opportunity of advocating 
his proposals for reform in that direction. 
For over two years Belfast has been held 
up to public ridicule as one of the worst- 
governed cities in the Kingdom; yet it 
has great traditions of progress and ser- 
vice, and there is no reason why its 
ancient reputation should not be restored, 
if only the right men take charge of its 
affairs. The ratepayers themselves are 
much to blame. . .Through their apathy 
and indifference candidates of no particu- 
lar business capacity have been returned 
to the Council, Sand the operations of 
political cliques have also done much to 
destroy public confidence. 

[Independent candidates have frequently 
been abused as betrayers of party unity, 
but, notwithstanding the criticisms of 
highly-placed personages in that respect, 
there should be less of that in future. 
The recent revelations have shown the 
electorate that, if they desire a Corpora- 
tion worthy of their great city, they must 
throw off lethargy in municipal affairs 
and be up and doing. 


TEMPERANCE REFORMERS’ BOYCOTT 


The local option campaign in Northern 
ireland has entered upon a new phase, 
which is certain to create a very difficult 
situation for the official Unionist Party 
at the next general election. There is to 
be no more beating about the bush. At 
a demonstration of the Irish Temperance 
Alliance, in Belfast on Tuesday night, it 
was decided that support should be re- 
fused to parliamentary candidates who 
decline to pledge themselves to local 
option, The resolution was advocated by 
Mrs. Philip Snowden, wife of the well- 
known Labour leader, and she offered her 
sympathy with their ultimate ideal, 
which, she said, was total - prohibition. 
She declared that the question must be 
settled soon, and added that, if it were 
not, they had only themselves to blame. 
Many other things of a similar nature 
were said, and the old arguments were 
advanced; but no helpful suggestion was 
put forward as to how such a measure 
could be forced upon a free people. 

All the speakers were in favour of their 
sympathisers refraining from voting for 
anyone who is opposed to their slogan, 
and, if this advice is generally adopted, 
the Nationalists and Socialists wil! re- 
joice. 


DREAMS OF PERFECTION. 


There are some temperance leaders who 
say that they place their Unionism before 
teetotal principles, and they have a strong 
following. ‘These are the men who believe 
in educative methods of reform rather 
than in compulsion, and their wisdom will 
be demonstrated in the end. No one out- 
side the liquor trade finds fault with the 
ideals of the temperance party. They 
dream of a land free from vice and evil 
of any kind, a noble conception, but they 
do not say how their devices are to be 
realised. 

Mr. Pollock, the Finance Minister, him- 
self a strong advolate of temperance, has 
shown the folly of repressive legislation, 
and everyone who gives the subject careful 
thought must admit that prohibition in 
Northern Ireland, with an open border 
and coast, is impossible of attainment. 
If the temperance leaders can produce 
some scheme showing how it is possible to 
enforce prohibition under such conditions, 
they wil] have done a service to humanity 
In general, ! 


THE PREMIER'S WARNING. 


It is all very well to talk, but stern 
facts cannot be ignored, and the waving 
of a magician’s wand is a wonder of the 
past. Viscount Craigavon has repeatedly 
declared his determination to have no 
further far-reaching temperance legisla- 
tion during his time, and unless the 
reformers want to dispense with his 
services they are only beating the wind. 
Moreover, the threat to drive out of public 
life men who refuse to be forced into the 
temperance compound is resented by people 
of moderate opinion, and it will probably 
defeat its own object. 

True temperance principles are slowly 
spreading over the whole of Ulster, as has 
been shown by the official figures, and it 
would be deplorable if, through ill-con- 
sidered action, the country, to use the 
Premier’s warning words, were again 
thrown into the melting-pot. At this time 
caution, and not blind haste, will give the 
happiest and most enduring results. 


A VIVID IMAGINATION. 


Curiously enough, the licensed vintners 
held their annual dinner on the same even- 
ing, when the reverse side of the picturé 
was shown ; but very few people wil! agree 
with Mr. T. J. McAllister, M.P., in his 
statement that ‘‘the licensed trade is 
among the greatest of public benefactors !’’ 
He did not explain how that came about, 
simply leaving it to the imagination. 
Mr. McAllister had more reason for his 
assertion that no other trade has heen the 
subject of such unjust Mbel and vilifica- 
tion; for publicans, as a ruie, are respect- 
able law-abiding men who pay their rates 
as well as any other class of merchant 
or trader. They cannot be blamed for pro- 
tecting their own interests, but they should

The National Executive of the Irish 
Farmers’ Union yesterday adopted a long 
resolution in which they called upon all 
members of the Dail to have the economig 
conditions of the Free State, and especially 
of agriculture, discussed exhaustively, and 
to this end the Executive urged the avoid- 
ance of debate on purely political matters. 

The resolution contained the following 
figures showing roughly the increase over 
pre-war rates :—

In contrast with these figures the sale 
prices of farm produce have increased 
only from 10 to 20 per cent. 

The portion of the resolution referring 
to members of the Dail was added at the 
suggestion of Mr. Heffernan, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Minister for Posts 
and Telegraphs, leader of the Farmers’ 
Party at the last general élection. 

Colonel O’Callaghan-Westropp “said 
that credit was at an end in the country- 
side. Tariffs helped to raise the cost of 
living: if they had no tariffs the labourer 
would he better off even at a lower wage. 

Mr. Heffernan said that he did not think 
there was any possibility of economic 
agreement between the different political 
parties,

A fall in hank deposits might actually he 
a sign of prosperity, because Moneys were 
heing applied to industry. A rise in bank 
deposits, on the other hand, might mean a 
general sense of insecurity and. people with- 
drawing their money from industry in sheer 
terror.

had too many Customs stations and too many 
dutiable articles. Then there were pensions 
under the Military Service- Acts and others. 
The whole administrative system must be 
based on the capacity of the people to pay. 

Senator Dillon said that farmers were 
carrying t 2 bulk of the population on their 
backs, and the incidence of taxation should 
be changed so as to make it more equal. 

Mr. RE. Wilson said that #t was not part 
of the Government’s duty alone to set right 
the farmers’ position. Success would he 
attained by fagmers if they were properly 
organised. Local rates were in the hands 
of farmers themselves f yroperly organised, 
and could be reduced in that way. With 
an organisation such as the Farmers’ Union, 
there was no reason whatever why rates 
should be beyo..d their capacity to pay. 
They were getting. an agricultural grant, 
which was not a subsidy. It was a payment 
from the Central Fund for services’ which 
farmers were debited with, Lut did not re- 
ceive. They wanted a reduction in railway 
rates, but he did not see how that was 
possible, as the rates had to be fixed to 
produce a certain income. They had the 
alternative of road traffic. As to Govern- 
ment services, he did not know where they 
could cnt down unless they scrapped some 
of the services. He would centre on pro- 
ducing more. They had one million dairy 
cows, and should be able to increase the 
vield of these up to an average of 600 gallons, 
and even more. 

Colonel O’Callaghar Westropp, in his reply, 
emphasised the importance of putting a tax 
on motor fuel. He was not one of those 
who wanted the British back. They had 


made their bed and would have to lie on it, 
but they should try ‘o make it comfortable.

THE PLIGHT OF TOWN TENANTS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sirn.—On the 24th of June next, by the 

lapsing of the Rent Restriction Act, all 

houses with a valuation of £3 per annum 
and over will be decontrolled. This. means 
that on that date hundreds of tenants of very 
limited incomes in this city will be at the 
merey @£ their landlords, who can (1) turn 
them out. or (2) be free to demand any rent 
they can squeeze out of the tenants, or (ó) put 
the house up for sale at an exorbitant price. 

As the great majority of this class of tenants 

will not be financially able to meet their 

landlords’ demands, they must expect to be 
homeless next summer. 

The policy with some landlords in this 
district appears to be to divide up and let 
their houses as so-called ‘‘ flats.” In many 
cases they are not ‘‘flats’’ at all, as any 
house agent must admit, but really superior 
tenements. By making use of the word 
“fat” the lanaiord appears to be able to 
charge a greatly increased rent and thus reap 
a rich harvest. One house, I believe, in a 
popular road accommodates members’ of five 
different families in its so-called ‘‘ flats.”’ 

For the house I occupy I have been paying 
for the past several vears nearly ó0 per cent. 
increase above the pre-war rent, and would 
be quite content to pay any additional further 
increase fixed by a tribunal; but | naturally 
do not want to be at the mercy of my land- 
lord as regards any increase he chooses to fix 
next June. Many other tenants must be in 
the same boat. 

Had the British remained on in this country 
this. class of tenants would be still protected 
by the Rent Restriction Act. Is it too much 
to. ask that, now that the Dail is sitting, 
something may be done by the authorities to 
help this deserving and unfortunate class of 
citizens? There should be some control of 
house rents for the cheaper class of houses 
until such time as the supply of houses as 
equal to the demand.— Yours. etc..

LORD MAYOR AND PAID

The Special Committee appointed by the 
Belfast Corporation, consisting of the Lord 
Mayor and five other members, to consider 
problems of civic administration, and to rake 
recommendations to the Council as a whole, 
lost no time in getting to work. A pre- 
kmiuary conference was held two hours after 
they were elected or. Wednesday, and they 
continued their deliberations, under the presi- 
dency of the Lord Maycr, yesterday. 

The Committee discussed matters of. proce: 
dure. To-day the Special Committee will 
meet by arrangement the members of the 
Tramway Committee, and consider with them 
the position which has arisen in connection 
with the management of the undertaking. 

The manager, in a letter to the Corpora- 
tion recently, offered to resign the manager- 
smp and accept a subordinete position under 
a new manager at his present salary of 
£1,000. The Corporation referred the matter 
back to the Committee for consideration.

THE LORD MAYOR'S HOPES. 

Important references to the proposed re- 
form of the Belfast Corporation were made 
Jast night at the annual dinner of the Belfast 
Branch of the Auctioneers’ and Estate Agents’ 
Institute. 

Councillor Frederick McKibbin, J.P., Presi- 
dent. proposing the toast of the Governor 
and Prosperity to Northern Ireland, expressed 
the opinion that within a year Belfast would 
be one of the best managed citiés in the 
United Kingdom. 

THE TRADE OF THE CITY. 

Mr. H. L. McCreedy, President of the 
Belfast Chamber of Commerce, proposing the 
City and Trade of Belfast, said that it was 
a matter of satisfaction that those things 
which were wrong in the Belfast Corporation 
were now in process of being dealt with. It 
was his opinion that the departments of the 
Corporation should be managed on the same 
lines as a business concern. Hé praised the 
action of the Corporation in undertaking the 
construction of the Lagan boulevard. They 
were thankful to find that the Lord Mayor 
and the Corporation had at last determined 
te put the Corporation house in order. The 
Chamber of Commerce and other organisations 
had been blamed for suggesting a time limit, 
but they wished to have these reforms carried 
out within the lifetime of the present citizens. 
By determination and good-will he had con- 
fidence that an efficient and economical ad- 
ministration could be established. 

With regard to the trade of the citv 
generally, there was an improvement, but 
that improvement was not so rapid as it 
might be; but he thought that they would 
win through in the end. 

LORD MAYOR AND THE CORPORATION. 

The Lord Mayor (Sir William Turner). re- 
sponding, said that for some time past there 
were not many citizens who could say, like 
their Chairman, that they were proud of the 
city. There was a little justification for that 
attitude, but not so much as some people 
seemed to: think. He was pleased 
with the reference made to the 
Lagan boulevard scheme, which, like 
other work undertaken by the Corporation, 
was being canied out as a relief scheme, to 
provide employment. He admitted it took 
a considerable amount of courage to say a 
word about.the Corporation. He and others 
associated with him were determined to see 
the City of Belfast conducted on a proper 
business basis. (Applause.) His view was 
that the departments of the Corporation 
should be conducted like a huge manufactur- 
ing concern; that the elected representatives 
should act as a board of directors, and. their 
executive heads should occupy a position 
similar to managing directors, with more 
executive power than any of their municipal 
officers at present enjoy. They should have 
the power, as far as it was legally possible, 
to employ the workers and the power of 
dismissing them, subject to the Corporation 
Committee controlling the policy of the de- 
partment. In this way they would do away 
with the patronage system, which was one 
of the great faults in connection with the 
city, and resulted in putting wrong 
individuals into positions. 

He and others had been working behind the 
scenes dealing with very delicate matters, 
and it was not for the good of the Corpora- 
tion that all these matters should be dis- 
cussed in public. They might as well suggest 
that the Press should be admitted to a 
directors’ meeting when delicate negotiations 
were taking place. They had now reached 
the position when more of that work would 
be carried out in public. The Special Com- 
mittee which had been appointed would have 
& roving power over all the work of the 
municipality. There was no desire to inter- 
fere with the routine work of the Com- 
mittees or departments. They would 
conduct investigations and make representa- 
tions to the City Council. and try and 
introduce their recommendations into the

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AN INFANT EARL’ 
SUPER-TAX. 


LADY LONGFORD’S CASE 
IN HOUSE OF LORDS.

Arguments were heard in the House of 
Lords yesterday by Lords Buckmaster, 
Sumner, Wrenbury and Carson in the appeal 
of the Commissioners of Inland Revenue. who 


guardian of her son, the present Earl, who 
at the relevant date was an infant, was liable 
to be assessed to super-tax in respect of the 
total income of the Earl, notwithstanding 
that part only of sach income was received 
by her, and was below the limit of total 
income upon which super-tax was payable for 
the year under consideration. 

On the death of the Earl's father in August, 
1915, the Earl became legal tenant in tail 
in possession of the property comprised in 
a settlement, and the trustees paid yearly 
during the minority of the ~ ge sum of 
£2.500 for his maintenance and education, 
such payment heing made to the Countess as 
his guardian. Following on a failure by the 
Countess to comply with a request to make a 
return of the total income of the Earl for 
the vear ending Sth Apr, 1917, the Com- 
missioners assessed the Countess, as the 
guardian of the Earl, to super-tax for that 
year in the sum of £12,000. 

On appeal the Special Commissioners hel/ 
that the Countess was not liable to be assessed 
to super-tax in respect of any income of the 
Earl which did not pass through her hands, 
and it being agreed that the income so pass- 
ing was below the limit of total income upon 
which super-tax was then a the Special 
Commissioners discharged the assessment. 
This decision was confirmed by Mr. Justice 
Rowlatt and the Court of Appeal, and the 
Commissioners 0 Inland evenue now 
appealed io the House of Lords. 

IMPORTANT QUESTION RAISED. 

The Attorney-General (Sir Douglas Hogz, 
K.C.) said that the appeal raised an impor- 
tant question relating to the assessment of the 
income of incapacitated persons. It was un- 
reasonable to read the words “persons who 
are to be chargeable with duty” Jin Sub- 
section 6 of Section 72 of the Finari@®, 1909- 
1910, Act of 1910, as excluding the persons 
who were expressely referred to as so 
chargeable in Sub-section 2 of the same 
Section. The Countess, as guardian, had con- 
trol on behalf of the infant of the whole of 
the income allowed for his benefit, and such 
income was liable equally with the infant's 
other income to the whole of the infant's 
super -tax. 

The hearing was adjourned until to-day.

INDUSTRY AND PROPERTY. 
FACTORS IN WEALTH 
PRODUCTION. 

‘‘Industry and Property ” was the subject 
of a lecture which the Rev. Bruce Wallace 
delivered last evening at 5 Leinster street, 
Dublin. He said that in all wealth produc- 
tion there were just two elementary factors: 
land, with the forces and raw materials 
freely provided by nature, and human work 
of mind and body. Whatever is the product 
of a person’s own work, while others are 
allowed equal freedom of access to natural 
opportunities, is rightfully his private pro- 
perty. In modern wealth-production there is 
a third factor, which, however, is not 
elementary. Capital is simply the product of 
work not immediately consumed, but used 
for assisting further production. Capital has 
no inherent power of producing; it has to be 
worked with. If such work is done by 
others than the capitalist himself, the results 
can be his private property rightly when 
those others have been free to accept or reject 
his terms. The evolved conscience of the 
British Empire has abolished chattel slavery 
as without a moral basis. So far, so good. 
But there is a kind of disguised slavery con- 
stituted by the fact that nowadays masses of 
people have no alternative to the acceptance 
of bare subsistence, although they produce 
far more than the equivalent of that. Our 
whole law and order is largely vitiated by a 
fundamental practical denial of the Father- 
hood of God and the brotherhood of man. 
There will be something unsatisfactory in all 
private -property until all the citizens are 

economically free.

DEATH SENTENCE BY GANG OF

In opening the case for the prosecution,

They would 
hear something of the antecedents of this 
man, Maurice O’Brien. 

Being the man he was, it was consistent 
with his character—living in the environment 
that he did—to feel that he could hire safely 
a man to commit assassination, and to re- 
main comfortably at home to await the re- 
sult himself. O’Brien had been ringleader 
of a gang who, in April, 1922, had kid. 
napped the brother of Mr. Thomas Carroll, 
Mr. Anthony Carroll, a well-known solicitor 
and former Crown Solicitor for West Cork. 
The reason for the kidnapping was that, as 
Crown Solicitor, Mr. Anthony Carroll had 
had to collect Land Commission annuities. 

Mr. Anthony Carroll had been sentenced 
to death by the gang, but, through the good 
offices of a priest, this sentence was com- 
muted to a fine of £550, which Mr. Anthony 
Carroll had paid. Mr. Carroll had had also 
to leave the country. He returned, but had 
to leave again for America, from which he 
returned vears later. 

The accused O'Brien and his ruffianly 
crew then had the law enforced against 
them, and on April 9, 1926, a jury of the 
city heard the case fully and had awarded 
£4,200 damages. Mr. Anthony Carroll had 
used the powers of the Court of Bankruptcy 
and of the Sheriff of Cork to realise the judg- 
ment on the property of O’Brien. ~ There 
was a Sheriff's sale, at which Mr. Thomas 
Carroll bought some of the property.

SEEN IN A TRAP. 


This man Mullane was hired by the 
prisoner, and on September 28th last Mr. 
Thomas Carroll was shot outside his own 
ate at Cahirmee House. ‘Two shots were 
fred at him, and almost one hundred pellets 
were found in his body. Only immediate 
and skilled attention had. saved his hfe, but 
he was stil) convalescent, with one arm 
virtually crippled. 

The police pursued investigations and 
found an old gun, among other things. It 
became clearly proved that Mullane was the 
would-be assassin, and that he and O’Brien 
had left in O’Brien’s trap and driven to 
Mr. Carroll's place, where all was arranged 
for the murder. Mr. Carroll, by strange 
chance, had seen the trap, and the two men 
in it, but he could not say that he identified 
them. 

O’Brien, counsel said, had sheltered, 
clothed and disguised Mullane, and after 
the crime had given him £15 to take him 
out of the colintry. When the jury heard 
Mullane’s evidence they could not fail to be 
satisfied that his statements were corrobo- 
rated by the rest of the testimony. 

The evidence of the crime itself was that 
of Mullane, who had been convicted of the 
crime, who had confessed to it, and had told 
the terrible story of his having been incited 
and paid by O’Brien; of how he had 
been gradually persuaded, until at length he left 
yielded to do the awful thing of firing at a peg 
man against whom he had no grudge. But Chis 
the motives of O’Brien were clearly estab- 
lished. 

The jury could not do otherwise than 
accept the evidence of Mullane, and by so 
doing they would perform an act of great 
public service. Conspiracies would exist, and 
the deeds they fomented would be perpe- 
trated if they failed to consider evidence, 
even from the tainted source of a man already 
tried and convicted.

the morning of September 28 last, as he was 
in the act of opening the gate leading from 
the grounds of his residence to the public 
road. He collapsed and was taken into his 
house and medically treated. Mullane was a 
stranger to him, but he had known the 
accused, Maurice O’Brien, for years. 

Denis Roche, a farmer, living at Cahirmee, 
said that on the morning in question he 
heard two shots fired. On going out he saw 
a crouching figure running across the field 
from the direction of Carroll’s residence. He 
could not say whether he carried a gun, 
although he recognised the colour of the 
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clothes. On going over to Carroll’s gate he 
found Thomas Carroll lying on the ground 
bleeding profusely.

Timothy Mullane, who was brought up 
from the cells, said that before September 
last he had not known Mr. Carroll. He 
remembered when, some time in Angust, he 
and his brother were charged with stealing 
yreyhounds.

Referring to his deposition taken at the 
Mallow District Court in November, Mr. 
Carrigan asked the witness if it were not his 
signed and sworn statement. 

Mullane replied; *‘I thought I should sign

JUSTICE DEFEATED. 

Mr. Carrigan then said that, after that 
most disgraceful exhibition, which was really 
humiliating to tnat Court, the jury must 
understand that this case could not proceed 
any further. If a man in the position of the 


accused (Mullane), for a motive that must 
have been a very powerful one, changed the 
attitude that he was prepared to take in this 
case when caught, to admit his guilt, express 
ing relief and gratitude that he was not 
guilty of murder, and then made public repa 
ration at Mallow to bring to justice this man, 
who was the arch-criminal im the case—if 
that man chose to recant his evidence’ and 
commit perjury, the prosecution was disabled. 


He regretted extremely that the machina- 
tions of people had left nothing undone from 
the start to pervert the course of justice in 
that case, and that they had—not for the 
first time in this coyntry—succeeded., 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne said that the jury had 
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just witnessed a most deplorable spectacle 
and one that had resulted in a gross mis- 
carriage of justice. He direeted the jury to 
return a verdict of ''not. guilty.” 

This the jury did, as stated, and the 
accused man was discharged.

Problems of the Road. 


Day by day the lack of a stern and 
unified control of road traffic in the Free 
State Minds itself to abuses. The evening 
struggle for seats in the Dublin omnibuses 
running to the suburbs continues. The 
muscular giant, bent on finding a place for 
a short run, elbows away from the doors 
of the omnibuses feebler folk whose 
destination may be the distant terminus. 
Daily, too, the roads grow more perilous. 
In England the problem of road traffic 
may be immeasurably larger; but there 
are larger resources for traffic control, and 
the populace has disciplined habits that 
make for orderliness. On Wednesday a 
motion calling for legislation to improve 
the regulation of road traffic was discussed 
in the House of Commons. It was moved 
by Mr. D. Grenfell, a Labour member, 
supported by Lord Apsley, a Unionist 
member, and accepted by Colonel Ashley, 
the Minister for Transport. Virtually the 
only note of discontent was sounded by 
Mr. MacQuisten, representing a Scottish 
constituency, who complained that the 
“roundabout ’’ system of traffic direction 
in London “was a perfect nuisance, and 
often led to having to give the taximan 
an extra sixpence.” Mr. Grenfell pointed 
out that, whereas in the United States 
there was a motor car for every six or seven 
persons, in Britain the proportion was 
one for every twenty-five, and that it might 
be assumed that in Britain the proportion 
ultimately would be at least one car to 
ten persons. Already in England the number 
of cars per mile of road is higher than in 
any country in the world. It is evident, 
therefore, that an unparalleled density of 
road traffic is certain to come about. New 
motor vehicles are being launched upon 
the English roads at the rate of 500,000 a 
year. Allowing for the withdrawal oi 
spent cars, we must infer that the present 
rate of increase would bring the total 
number of vehicles to the 
4,000,000 within ten years.

A Great Dictionary. 


It is announced that the concluding 
section of the Oxford Fnglish Dictionary 
is ready for publication and will be dis- 
tributed to the booksellers on April 19th. 
Thus is completed the greatest lekico- 
graphical work ever undertaken. Seventy 
years ago the Philological Society, at the 
suggestion of Dean Trench, decided to 
produce a new and comprehensive dictionary 
of the English language. Samuel Taylor 
Coleridge, the first editor, prepared a set 
of pigeon-holes for the reception of 60,000 
slips, representing, not prime words alone, 
but also subsidiary meanings ; and he was 
so satiguine as to promise the completion 
of his first section within two years. 
Coleridge, however, did not live to see the 
publication of the first part of the great 
work; for not until 1884—fully twenty- 
six years after the initiation of the under- 
taking—was the first volume published. 
Since 1884 the volumes have appeared at 
long intervals, and only now is the last 
in the press. Ten times as many words 
as Coleridge contemplated have found 
their places in this mighty lexicon; for 
414,825 words, in their various usages, 
are defined. There are no fewer than 
1,827,306 illustrative quotations. Vast as 
this dictionary is, it falls short of the 
actual measure of the English language. 
Since 1884, when the first volume was 
published, multitudes of new words have 
found their place in the English canon. 
Science, mechanical progress, invention, 
sport, literary and historical research— 
and, not least, warfare, with its wonder- 
ful new intricacy—have swelled the 
English vocabulary with terms indis- 
pensable to modern life. ‘Already the 
directors of the Oxford University Press 
have ordered the compilation of a 
supplement, in which tlese words shall 
be gathered. and interpreted. It is 
characteristic. of the lavish spirit in 
which the publishers have conducted the 
whole enterprise that this supplement— 
this dictionary of the newest English, in 


| itself almost as substantial a work as what 


lexicons—will be offered without charge 
to all possessors of the dictionary. During 
the early years of the compilation parcels 
of manuscript were circulated by post. 
Only one was lost. It concerned the 
section Pa——, and it was discovered that 
the precious documents had been used in 
Ireland for the lighting of fires. | 


Spring Tours. 


Already the daffodils are breaking into 
flower. Next week Lent will begin. Men 
are reminded that when the brief life of 
the Lenten lily is spent Easter will be 
here and the holiday spirit will be abroad. 
Messrs. Thomas Cook and Son have sent 
forth their usual programme of spring 
tours and Easter holiday arrangements, 
The illustrations bring before the mind 
German cathedrals and Italian lakes, the 
idyllic hill-paths of the Riviera anc the 
monuments of Rome. It was said by the 
author of “ The Economic Consequences 
of the Peace,” writing in chagrin after 
the signing of the Treaty of Versailles, 
that the luxury of the days on the eve of 
the Great War never would return. He 
recalled how the humble clerk in 1914 
was enabled to tour the Continent at a 
lowly cost; and he declared that such 
pleasures never again would belong to the 
middle classes. It was a prophecy falsi- 
fied before the book in which it was made 
went out of print. The privileges of 1914 
have been multiplied already. To-day the 
continental holiday is in the reach of 
almost all wage-earners. Most men spend 
on tobacco every year more than would 
pay for a trip to the Pyrenees or to the 
Black Forest. The Londoner is offered an 
Easter week-end in Paris for four guineas. 
For yet less he may spend five days in 
Ostend. For comparatively smal] suis 
he may spend a fortnight in Switzerland, 
receiving professional instruction in the 


art of ski-ing, or he may spend a week in 


touring France, Belgium and the Nether- 
lands by air. For those with more time 
and more money to spare tours through 
Spain, with cruises on luxurious crait, 
and trips to. the African coast, are 
organised. Places famous in recent 
history—Cologne, with its forest of Gothic 
pinnacles; Locarno, beside the peaceful 
waters of Lake Maggiore—these, and not 
less pleasing retreats nearer home, are 
brought within the reach of aimost all 
solvent persons.

"“ JUDITH OF ISRAEL” AT

The Bible story 
mentions Judith as a rich widow, who 
deliberately penetrates to the tent of the 
commander of the enemy besieging her native 
town, dressed. in fine raiment, determined to 
charm and then behead him. In the play 
is represented. as a Jewish maid, 
betrothed to Joel, who goes to the tent 
without premeditation. When she has 
achieved her object, the author makes her a 
wretched, wailing woman, grieving that, she 
has killed the man she loves. 

The Bible Judith, after slaying Holophernes, 
returns triumphant to her people, living 
honourably among them to an old age. The 
woman in the play, scorned by her betrothed, 
creeps out into the desert with her blind 
mother, presumably to perish. Lack of 
fidelity to the original script, does not spoil 
this play—it is the introduction of false 
sentiment, which blurs the clearly-defined 
Biblical characters, that is responsible for its 
failure to grip the attention. 

However. it cannot be denied that the play 
has a strong pictorial appeal. Setting, 
groupings, and incidental mueic are very 
fine, indeed, conveying a most impressive 
atmosphere. |

The House of Commons was filled this 
afternoon for the tribute to the late’ Lore 
Oxford. All the benches on either side 
of the House were occupied, and member 
thronged into the galleries upstairs te 
listen to the speeches. The Prime Minister 
had beside him Sir William Joynson. 
Hicks and Mr. Churchill, as well as mos' 
of the other members of the Government 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald was an earl 
arrival. Mr. Lloyd George sat in hi: 
usual seat, that occupied for so long by the 
leaders of the Irish Nationalist Party, 
and immediately below him was Mr. T. P. 
O'Connor. The Peers’ Gallery was 
crowded, among the occupants being the 
Archbishop of York. In the Distinguished 
Strangers’ Gallery were Mr. Anthony 
Asouith, Prince Bibesco, Sir Maurice 
Bonham-Carter and some friends. The 
Countess of Oxford, Princess Bibesco, Mrs. 
Raymond Asquith; Lady Bonham-Carter, 
Lady Horner and Miss Asquith had places 
in the Speaker’s Private Gallery. Th 
Public Gallery also was crowded. 

The speech of the Prime Minister was 
one of great beauty and fine phrasing, and 
its peroration touched the House deeply. 
It was couched in impressive and moving 
language. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, 
obviously affected, was dignified and 
adequate, while Mr. Lloyd George, who 
had worked with the dead Libera] leader 
for so many years, was admirable in a 
speech that on occasions became almost 
poetic. Mr. T. P. O’Connor added his 
little tribute, and then the House 
adjourned as a mark of respect. The pro- 
ceedings throughout were deeply im. 
pressive, and it was generally agreed that 
the speeches had been worthy of the 
occasion. 

The Memorial Service. 


The Memorial Service for the late Lord 
Oxford, to be held in Westminster Abbey 
on Tuesday next, will be very represent 
tive. Five thousand applications for 
tickets have been received already, but it 
will be impossible tu find places for more 
than a fraction of the applicants. The 
members of both Houses of Parliament are 
to be provided with seats after accom- 
modation has been arranged for the family 
and personal friends of the late Lord 
Oxford, and it is suggested that the Lords 
and Commons shall assemble in the Palace 
of Westminster in order to walk in pro- 
cession to the Abbey. This has not yet 
been decided. Seats will be reserved for 
representatives of foreign Powers, British 
representatives, the overseas Dominions, 
the Services and Government departments 
and public bodies with which the late 
Peer was associated. These demands 
satisfied, there will not be many vacant 
places left. 


Trish Loyalists. 


The discussion on the supplementary 
estimates, which include the grant for 
the Southern Irish loyalists, was postponed 
from to-day until next Monday, and it 
was stated this afternoon that the Chan 
cellor of the Exchequer will then be in a 
position to announce what the Govern 
ment has decided to do, and this, it is 
expected, will be to increase the amount 
set apart to meet the claims for com 
pensation. A number of the Government 
supporters are very much in earnest on 
this matter, and it is in answer to re- 
commendations that “ive been made by 
them that the Government is showing a 
more accommodating spirit. Even with 
an increased grant, it is highly improb 
able that the money voted will meet the 
amount required; for the work of the 
Committee dealing with the claims wii) 
not be completed for some months te 
come. Lord Carson, speaking at a 
drawingroom meeting yesterday, was very 
caustic in his references to the matter, 
remarking that British promises had been 
put into liquidation, that they are being 
wound up, and that the Government are 
going to pay two shillings and sixpence 
in the pound. 


Civil Servants in the Free State. 


Sir William Davison will ask the Secre- 
tary for Dominion Affairs next Monday 
avy to the result of the negotiations be- 
tween the British Government and the 
Government of the Irish Free State as to 
the ex-British civil servants in Southern 
Ireland, some 400 in number, who are 
still waiting to retire under Article X. of 
the Irish’ agreement, but are unable 
to obtain the pensions to which they are 
entitled, as the Compensation Committee 
ses up to hear their applications has not 
sat for over two years. 


A Friend of Uraguay. 


At the Foreign Office this morning 
Senor de Herrara, who was accompanied 
by the other members of the Uruguayan 
Mission, now on a visit to London, was 
presented by Lord Bessborovgh with a 
copy of a portrait of the Lord Ponsonby 
who, in the early days of last century, 
was British Minister at Buenos Ayres, 
and did much to secure recognition of the 
independence of the Republic. There is no 
portrait of Lord Ponsonby in Uruguay, 
and Senor de Herrara expressed a desire 
t» obtain one. Lord Bessborough was 
able to find only one water colour in the 
possession of his family. This he had 
photographed, and a copy prepared for 
Senor de Herrara, on behalf of the Pon- 
sonby family. 


The Franchise Bill. 


Rumours in the Lobby to-day indicate 
that there are differences in the Cabinet 
reegarding the extension of the Franchise 
It is understood that the Prime 
Minister has been unable to reconcile the 
conflicting opinions, apart from the voting 
age for women, and these concern mainly 
the proposal to disqualify electors having 
relief from the poor law funds. Some 
members of the Cabinet are strongly in 
favour of this disqualification, claiming 
that it would put an end to many of the 
abuses now prevalent; while, on the 
other side, it is claimed that it would, 
in many cases, give ex-Service men a 
grievance. There is to be a special nmfeet- 
ing of the Cabinet to-morrow to decide 
this vexed question; and, while the bill 
as at present drafted contains the dis- 
qualifying clause, it is likely that to- 
morrow will see its deletion. Mr. 
Baldwin is anxious to see it go, and he 
probably will gain his point. 


Sleeping Carriages. 


A bill was introduced in the House of 
Commons yesterday to make the provision 
of third class sleeping accommodation on 
railway trains poe se. Bra The railway 
companies are certain to opyose the pro- 
position; for they declare that such 
coaches will not pay. A first class sleep- 
ing carriage weighs forty tons and carries 
about twelve passengers. This works out at 
more than three tons a passenger, while 
the average weight taken by an ordinery 
passenger is twelve hundredweight. The 
provision of ird class sleeping cars 
would necessif?¥o cither putting two loco- 
motives on tho trains or running them in 
duplicate. The question seems to be one 
of payment, however; for the railway com- 
panies scarcely can be expected to. pro- 
vide sleeping accommodation unless it is 
remunerative.

IRISH-AMERICAN

But though he had a natural 
shrinking from ‘mere fighting, he never 
shirked a fight when it was necessary, He 
had a tranquil co that did not fail 
him in the supreme test of his life’ and 
of the life of this nation. He died on the 
bank of the Thames. He was a kindred 
spirit—placid, calm, moving with a stately 
and ‘serene flow—never boisterous or 
turbulent, even in the very worst of 
weather. He has passed into history, and 
will fill his place there with impressive 
distinction, .(Cheers.) 


THE VOICE OF IRELAND. 


Mr. T. P. O'Connor said :—As an _Irish- 
man, as the last remaining member in 
this House of a once great Irish party, 
I think it would be something like gross 
ingratitude if I did not add the voice of 
Ireland to those of the other. countries 
on the merits and virtues of Lord Oxford. 
The intellectual qualities of Lord Oxford 
already referred to are part of the 
heritage of the nation. What I would 
like to dwell upon is rather the man than 
the. parliamentarian. 

Lord Oxford will bear the most micro- 
scopic or most hostile observation by his 
own countrymen or by the peoples of other 
nations. He lived to take a part—a 
momentous part, almost an _ initiatory 
part—in the greatest conflict of our 
modern history. On his will and on his 
opinion depended largely, for a time at 
least, the whole tremendous and tragic 
question of peace or war, and in that 
hour he did not fail. In such an hour 
of torture, of fiery torture, to every 
nation, when every man is minutely, and 
by some people hostilely, weighed, he 
came through as representing and embody- 
ing the best characteristic of the great 
country and the great race to which he 
belonged. 

Like most of his countrymen, he never 
sought quarrels, but, sir, when attacks 
were made upon his honour, upon the 
interests and the safety of his country, he 
did not hesitate, and, once having taken 
his position, he adhered to it with the 
same inflexible courage and obstinacy as 
his countrymen in the Great War. His 
own world is gathered round his grave to- 
day in united sorrow ; gathered round his 
grave also are his own countrymen, united 
in pride, for, under his reserve of expres- 
sion, there was ever warmth of heart, fair- 
ness and integrity.

SOME MOVING WORDS. 


The Marquis: of Salisbury, who moved the 
adjournment of the House of Lords, referred 
to Lord Oxford’s great social and intellectual 
gifts, and said:—He rose without any ad- 
ventitious advantages at the beginning to the 
loftiest position under the King. He was 
Prime Minister at a very special period of 
our historv—at the time when the great 
change and adjustment of social and political 
conditions was taking place at the beginning 
of the twentieth century. Above all, he 
was Prime Minister at the great crisis of 
1914. He was the Prime Minister who had 
the moral courage to accept the arbitrament 
Ol war. 

I suppose there was no man who was more 
opposed to war, to its horrors, and the 
sorrows of which he himself was destined 
to experience the bitterness. But he ac- 
cepted it, and he stands out famous in that 
respect above all. Then in the evening of 
his days, when the heat of his life’s work 
was over, he came to youl lordships’ House, 
and we had the privilege of listening to his 
words of wisdom and his unsurpassed 
eloquence. By this motion we endeavour to 
record our sorrow for his death and our deep 
syinpathy with those he has left behind. 

Viscount Haldane seconded the motion. 
He said that the tie which bound him to the 
late Earl was one so close that the all-sever- 
ing wave of time had never impaired it. 
Almost from the beginning on entering Par- 
lament he was marked out for high 
eminence. When Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman passed away in 1908 it was the 
evident sense of the Liberal Party that the 
Sovereign would be wise t® choose Mr. 
Asquith as successor in the Premiership. He 
had a stormy eight years as Prime Minister, 
and fought great controversies on which 
many members of the House might disagree 
with the course which he took, but none will 
refuse a tribute to the powers of mind and 
character which he showed throughout, for 
he was essentially a man of character, 

GROUNDS OF DECISION. 

Having taken a decision he did not ask 
whether it would be popular or whether he 
would get glory for it. He simply, went on 
on the lines of the conclusion to which he 
had come. I well remember the decision 
which he took to enter the war. Viscount 
Grey. and myself were with him on the night 
of Sunday, August 2nd. We saw him, and 
immediately, without hesitation, his mind was 
made up. He did not wish to consult anybody. 
He did not wish to look beyond his own 
surroundings. He simply decided that a 
Situation had arisen in which, much as he 
and we hated war, war was to be accepted 
if we were to be saved from war in a further 
form, which might entail disaster for this 
nation. . Then he pursued his course with 
dignity to the end, and preserved unbroken 
the. devoted personal attachment of his 
friends. 

He has gone from us and the nation is the 
poorer. His was a great figure—a figure 
which, as few others before, wielded the 
House of Commons. But there was something 
still more. There was something § which 
brought nearer to him his intimate friends 
like Viscount Grey and myself. We worked 
and lived closely together through all these 
years, and now that he has passed away, 
speaking for myself, I feel that much of the 
interest has gone out of public life. 


HIS SUDDEN RISE. 

Viscount Grey of Fallodon, associating him- 
self with the previous speeches, referred to 
the Marquis of Salisbury’s remark, that Lord 
Oxford had risen with adventitious 
advantage, and gaid:—There was one thing 
unique in that rise, and that was its sudden- 
ness. I have heard many successful maiden 
speeches in the House of Commons. which 
have raised the enthusiasm of the House, but 
in the applause which followed even the most 
ng ó. there was always a note very 
creditable to the House, of desire to en- 
courage a new memher in his first. effort. The 
success of Asguith's maiden speech trans- 
cended anvthing of that kind. It was unigue 
in this—that the recognition of the House of 
that maiden speech was the immediate recog- 
nition, not merely of a promising new 
member, but of a master mind. The comment 
of the Press was that the House listened to 
him as a leader. Of him alone it could be 
said, he never made a single parliamentary 
speech except as a leader. He took that 
position at once, and maintained it ever after- 
wards, 

He was a good and strong party man. 
Members of other parties will realise what 
the Liberal Party feels about him. But it 
was not because he was a partisan. He was 
a good party man because he hed a real in- 
tellectual conviction that party politics were 
the most wholesome way the business of 
democracy could be carried on. No one was 
more ready than he to appreciate the honour- 
able part played by an opponent belonging to 
another party. 

‘ ASQUITH AND KITCHENER.” — 

Lord Grey touched on the late lord's care in 
taking a decision, and went on—Then we 
eame to the dark days which followed the 
declaration of war, when it seemed as if the 
whole fate of the Expeditionary Force, and 
even the French Army itself, was involved. 
There was one Minister in the Cabinet, of 
course, whose position was most arduous, and 
on whom anxiety heaped most directly, and 
that was the Secretary of State for War, 
Lord Kitchener. Lord Kitchener was a 
peculiarly es man. He never 
sought relief in shelving responsibility. But 
he put it on record in conversation that of all 
his colleagues it was*the Prime Minister 
whom he found never shaken in the darkest 
days. 
We all felt that these two men—Asquith 
and lord Kitchener—were drawn together by 
the exceeding danger of the time, and that 
the Secretary of State for War felt it a relief 
‘> be able to to the Prime Minister and 
discuss the with him, knowing that he 
vould - at any hour on finding an intei- 
lect which was clear and cool, and a mind 
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which was neither excited by crisis por 
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siunned by. what appeared to be 
sometimes to impending disaster. 
that the two men were drawn together by 
Asquith’s won quality of remaining im- 
pertarbed, cléar‘and* cdol in ‘the face of the 
greatest dangers. 

“ A year ago,” Lord Grey concluded, “he 
stil! "had beth physical and intellectual 
strength easily equal to any demands which 
were likely to be made upen him in public 
ie: or any part which he might wish to take. 
It was only in the last month that he had 
physically, failed, and I am glad to think, 
so far as we know, that these last months 
were not clouded by physical pain, as we 
know they were certa‘nly not disturbed by 
any restless longings or moms a or desire 
te take a part which he himself had volun- 
tarily resigned. We believe that those closing 
| days were calm and serene, and | feel that 
the widespread manifestation of sorrow, so 
remarkably genuine in its good-will and sin- 
cara: must be a consolation to the wife and 
family to whom he was most dear.

ACHIEVEMENT. 

‘‘ Co-operation makes strange bedfellows,’’ 
said Mr. Cahir Healy, one of, the Nationalist 
M.P.’s for Fermanagh and Tyrone, on Wed- 
nesday night, when he introduced Mr.

GUUNTY COUNCLLS’ NE 
POWERS. 


By Ove PormcaL CORRESPONDENT. 

Worked in conjunction with the larger 
drainage measures, the Arterial Drainage 
(Minor Schemes) Bill, which was read a first 
time in the Dail on Wednesday, should go far 
towards solving drainage problems in the 
Irish Free State. i 

The bill provides that, where a drainage 
scheme [which must not cost more than 
£1,000) is necessary, it shall be within the 
power of a County Council, or combination 
of County Councils, to carry it out. 

The bill proposes that the State shall bear 
one-fifth of the cost of carrying out a drainage 
schemes, or the sum of whichever of 
the two amounts shall be the lesser.” - The 
balance of the cost shall be borhe by the 
County. Council, which shall recoup itself by 
an annual drainage rate upon the occupiers of 
the lands benefited by the scheme.

The bill also provides that the measuring 
instruments used for the trade must be 
stamped and verified, and any trader who 
uses an unstamped instrument after the bill 
has been in force for six months shall be 
liable, in the case of a first offence, to a fine 
of £2, and for subsequent offences a fine of

verification in contravention of the Act will 
render the offender liable to a fine not 
exceeding £20. |

SHOP-BREAKING IN CORK. 
MAN CHARGED WITH TWENTY- 

THREE OFFENCES.

Twenty-three different charges of breaking 
and entering various business premises in the 
city were preferred against a young man 
named Thomas O'Driscoll, of 7 Bachelors’ 
quay, Cork, at the local District Court to-day, 
before Mr. P. Sullivan, District Justice.

FINDINGS IN REVENUE 
PROSECUTION, 
A—-———— 


In the Dublin District Court yesterday 
tlle senior District Justice, Mr. George P. 
(‘ussen, delivered judgment in the case in 
which the Revenue Commissioners were 
the plaintifis and Messrs. John G. 
McEntagart and H. Percy McEntagart 
and the Lep Transport, Messrs.’ Cuddy and 
Flanagan, Ltd., were defendants. The 
charges were in respect of under-declara- 
tion of value of Citroén motor cars, and 
for making a false declaration in respect 
to the value of cars. The case was begun 
last June, and the hearing had lasted 
fourteen days. 

[In the course of his judgment Mr. 
Cussen said that it followed that the 
revenue of this -country had been 
defrauded. He had no doubt that Messrs. 
(itre’ . were the gainers by the fraud. 

Mr. Cussen added that there was no 
evidence which satisfied him that either 
of the McEntagarts had personal know- 
ledge of the facts that— 

1—A false declaration was made and 
presented. 

2—Duty was paid on a false value. 

The only knowledge of these facts 
appeared to be that of their agents. 

The District Justice made an order dis- 
charging Messrs. McEntagart condition- 
ally on their entering into a recognisance 
in the sum of £500, without sureties, to be 
of good behaviour for six months, and each 
to pay the.Revenue Commissioners within 
seven days one-sixth of the proper sum 
pavable for duty on-the seven cars, Jess 
one-sixth of £183 18s. 11d. in each case, 
with 25 guineas cost -each. 

In the case of the Lep Transport Co., 
one of the directors could enter into a 
recognisance of £500. The defendant 
company should pay within seven days 
two-thirds of the proper duty on the seven 
cars, less two-thirds of £183 18s. 11d., 
with 100 cuineas costs. He would dis- 
charge the companies on these conditions. 

Mr. Cussen allowed the decision to stand 
over to a date next week. 


THE JUDGMENT. 


— 


DIFFICULT QUESTIONS OF 
LAW. 

Delivering a written judgment, Mr. Cussen 
said that the total penalties claimed against 
the present three defendants and one other 
defendant in respect of all the eighty-four or 
eighty-five summonses would amount to some- 
thing in the neighbourhood of half a milhon 
pounds _ sterling. He felt it his duty to 
allocate special days for the hearing of the 
cases, having regard to the very large 
penalties claimed, and to the fact that under 
the existing law non-payment of any of these 
penalties imposed involved imprisonment, not 
for a definite period, but until the penalties 
inflicted had been paid. It was, therefore, 
not surprising to find that the cases occupied 
fourteen days at hearing. 


QUESTIONS OF LAW. 

he facts were somewhat involved, and 
questions of law of some difficulty were raised. 
He was indebted to al) the counse] concerned

i) summarising the facts. The facts proved 
in the cases were as follows :—Messrs.

He found that before, and at the time 
when the declaration was made and pre- 
sented, the duty assessed and the cars re- 
leased, Lep Transport, Messrs. Cuddy and 
Flanagan, Ltd., had in their possession the 
invoices in pounds sterling, and the Bor- 
dereaux, which showed the true value of 
these cars to be £1,345, and knew that was 
the true value. 

He found that Messrs. icEntagarts were 
the importers of the seven cars, and he found 
accordingly that the facts constituting all the 
offences for which the two Messrs. 
»scEntagarts were charged in the two sum- 
monses were proved. ‘here was, however, 
no evidence which satisfied him that either 
of the .«cEntagarts had personal know- 
ledge of the facts that— 

(a) A false declaration was made and pre- 

sented ; 

(b) duty was paid on a false value. 

The only knowledge of these facts ap- 
peared to be that of their agents, 

On the evidence he should hold that the 
Lep Transport, Messrs. Cuddy and Flana- 
gan, Ltd., at the time when the declaration 
was signed and presented on their behalf, 
and when the franc invoices were produced 
to prove that the value of the cars was 
£550 18s, 10d., knew the true value was 
£1,345, He found, accordingly, that all 
the offences with which the Lep Transport, 
Messrs. Cuddy and Flanagan, Ltd., were 
charged in the summons were proved. It 
wes possible that the officials of this com- 
pany were merely careless; that no one of 
them or any director realised that a -erious 
fraud on the Revenue being perpetrated. 

NO PERSONAL KNOWLEDGE. 

He was of opinion that justice would be 
done in these three cases if the proper duty 
claimed on these seven cars was paid forth- 
with to the Commissioners, with a reasonable 
sum for costs. He would endeavour to 
secure such a result by using the powers 
conferred on him by the Probation of 
Offenders Act, 1907, as amended by 
the Criminal Justice Act, 1914. He found 
in the case of each of the McEntagarts 
that the charges in each of the two sum- 
monses were proved; he found that neither 
of them had personal knowledge of the fraud 
being perpetrated, and that neither gained 
any advantage from the fraud. Accord- 
ingly he did not proceed to a conviction, 
but made an order discharging each 
of the defendants, John G. MckEn- 
tagart and H. Percy McEntagar"t, 
conditionally on his entering mto a recog- 
nisance in the sum of £500, without sureties, 
to be of good behaviour for six months, and 
to pay to the Revenue Commissioners within 
seven days one-sixth of the proper sum pay" 
able for duty on the seven cars, less one- 
sixth of £185 18s. 1ld. in each case, with 
twenty-five guineas costs. 

In the summons against the Lep Transport 
(cmpany he would adopt a similar course: 
one of the directors could enter into a re- 
cognisance of £500 that the company would 
be of good behaviour and come up when 
called upon within six months. The de- 
fendant company should pay within seven 


days two-thirds of the proper duty payable | 


to the Revenue Commissioners for duty on 
the seven cars, less two-thirds of £183 
18s. 11d., with one hundred guineas costs. 
He would not proceed to conviction, but 
would discharge the defendant company on 
these conditions. 

He did not make the order now. He ad- 
journed it to 2 o'clock the next day to enable 
the director and surety to be named. Should 
Messrs. McEntagart, or either of them, re- 
fuse to enter into the bond, he would inflict 
the penalty claimed in respect of the offence 
set out in paragraph 2 of the summons 
against each of the Messrs. McEntagart— 
£4,499 5s.—and in respect of the offence set 
out in paragraph ó of each summons—£500. 


A POSTPONEMENT. 

Mr. F. FitzGibbon, K.C., asked the Justice 
to postpone recording his judgment, as counsel 
wished to consider it carefully. He suggested 
a postponement until Monday, and mean- 
while, in accordance with the statute, they 
would send in a requisition to have a case 
stated. 

Mr. Hayes, in the absence of Mr. 
Geoghegan, K.C., asked for a later date to 
discuss the matter, as the directors of the Lep 
Transport Company were away out of the 
country. 

Mr. Cussen said that he would not now 
record the decision, but would allow it to 
stand over to a date next week.

CLAIM FOR COMPENSATION. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON). 

An action came on for hearing in which 
John Fitzgibbon, Edward Price, Joseph 
realy, George MacDonald and Matthew 
, Claimed, as against the 
y of the Irish Free State, a 
declaration that they are entitled to pension 
or com tion under Article 10 oí uhe 
Treaty in respect of their loss of and dis- 
charge from their offices as criers to the 
Judges of Assizes, and an order fixing the 
amount of the pension or compensation pay- 

able to them. | 
The plaintiffs, in their statement of claim, 
set out that for many years prior to and in 
the year 1921 their offices as criers to the 
then Judge of Assize were held on appoint- 
ment by the respective Judges to whom they 
were attached. During the Commission of 
Assize they acted as wholetime officers to the 
Courts of Assize and their respective Judges. 
They received remuneration by way of salary 
and emoluments at the rate of £180 a year in 
respect of the duties performed by them as 
such criers, and the remuneration was paid 
to them partly out of moneys provided by 
the County Councils of the various counties 
in which Assizes were held, and partly pro- 


vided in tees legally payable by litigants. | 


Under the several Statutes and Orders relating 
to the establishment of Saorstat Eireann 


plaintiffs, as such criers, were transferred to | 


and became officials of the Government of 


Saorstat Fireann.

HOW CRIERS WERE PAID. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., who, with Mí: 
Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. Finlay (instructed 
by Messrs. Vincent and Beatty ). appeared fo. 
the plaintiffs, said that some of them had 
occupied the position of crier to a Judge ol 
Assize for a creat number of years, and 
occupied it by virtue of their appointment 
as tipstafi to the High Court under an Orde) 
of 1884, which was passed pursuant to the 
Judicature Acts of 1877 and 1822 The 
went out on circuit twice every year, and in 
alternate years they went out on the Winte 
Assizes. Íhey were paid in respect of thei 
duties in three wavs: first by a sum con 
tributed by the Treasury out ‘of the annual! 
estimates, a sum of about £40 10s.: by a 
similar sum paid by the County Councils of 
the various counties visited and provided fo 
by Section 10 of the Grand Jury Act of 1836 
and the schedule to that Act; and by a third 
sum, for certain legal fees pursuant to a 
‘Treasury minute. Counsel went into. the 
various payments in detail, and said that from 
1922 till the passing of the Courts of Justice 
Act these offices were in suspense, the Judges 
not going out on Assize, so that the com 
pensation claimed here began with the passiny 
of the Treaty on the 6th December, 1921. 
The plaintiffs were in the position of 
servants of the State, who had been fulfi 
useful and necessary functions for 
number of vears. From the very 
times criers had been recognised as necess; 
ofhcials of the Courts, and Article 10 of 
Treaty gave secretaries and other officials tl 
right to compensation for the loss of their 
offices through abolition, or, in the event of 


retirement. upon terms not. less favourable | 


than those accorded by the Government of 
Ireland Act, 1920. The next link in the 
chain of statutory enactments relevant to this 
case was the Constitution, and under Article 
78 of the Constitution the right of all trans 
ferred officers to compensation provided by 
Article 10 of the Treat, was made statutor. 
That Article 78 of the Constitution and that 
Article 10 of the Treaty alread, had heer 
interpreted by his lordship, hy Mr. Justice 
Meredith, and by the Privy Council.
